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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of Group I in the reply filed on October 26, 
2005 is acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale In this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Pernet 
(US 5,860,821). 

Pernet discloses a switching terminal comprising: a carrier strip (2); a first 
terminal (5) extending from an edge of the carrier strip; and a second terminal (4) 
extending from the edge of thie carrier strip, being substantially parallel to the first 
terminal and having a cutout defined in an edge (in right edge) thereof adjacent to the 
. first terminal. 

Regarding claim 2, Pernet discloses the first terminal comprises a first retaining 
portion connecting with the carrier strip, a first contact section (22) and a first base 
section (between the retaining portion and the contact section) connecting the first 
contact section with the first retaining portion. 

Regarding claim 3, Pernet discloses the second terminal comprises a second 
retaining portion connecting with the carrier strip, a second contact section (free end) 
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and a second base section (between the retaining portion and the contact section) 
connecting the second contact section with the second retaining portion. 

Regarding claim 4, Pernet discloses the second base section comprises a 
transfiguration portion (part at 24, see following figure), a pressing portion (near 22) and 
an angled portion (at 21) interconnecting the transfiguration portion and the pressing 
portion. 




Regarding claim 5, Pernet discloses the cut out being defined in the 
transfiguration portion (see previous figure). 

Regarding claim 6, Pernet discloses the transfiguration portion being deflected 
outwardly (left in Fig,2b-1 ) for the position of the cut out. 

Regarding claim 7, Pernet discloses a plurality of terminals connected with the 
carrier strip and parallel to the first terminal.
